@ocialist society will d to education in the 
future. A most useful tool in this analysis is 
Marx'a Materialist Gmception of Hiatary. Briefly. 
When ven om tugether they enter into  ertain 
relationships, involuntary of their wills, in the 
production of their food clothing and shelter. It 
is frm the sum total of these relationships that 
arige ethics, morality, laws and social institu- . 
tions. It follows that the school system of to 
day is but a reflection of the capitalist mode of 
prod@uct ion. It ig therefare to be expected that 
from a system of capital cwmership of the means 
of producticn qperated through wag. labor for 
Sales and profits would give rise to a school 
Systen that would train potential wage slaves 
(not capitalists) to conform and subziit to sum 

an arrangement. Of course, as capitalism changes 
there ig a pressure to change the school system 
to suit capitalism's new productive needs. Being 

a system of camtradictians capitalism naturally 
reflects these contradictiqns within the school 
system. For example -— The lower levels of pro 
ductivity are somewhat dull and unimaginative | 
while market cometitian requires workers at the | 
upper levels who are inventive § and inovative, 
This conflicting positiam gives rise to a situs 
tiaqm where the school system at the higher level 
has to undo som of the harm it promotes at the 
lower level. There it is. A productive and dis- 
tributive relation of non-working capitalist ae 
ners and wage slave non-owlny workers gives rise 
to an indoctrination of conformity and self denial 
(Ironically there is also a contradictimn here ip 
the capitalist's sales pitch to "buy more, Wy 
more"’ while at the same time appealing ‘work for 
less."’) 


If the Materfalist Concept is correct there is 
little lett to prove. It follows naturally ing 
socialist society where production will be commm- 
ly owned and run for the sole reason of satisfy- 
ing human needs the school system will naturally 
be but a reflectim of that productive mod, just 
as it is a reflectian of the capitalist mode to 
day. Therefore, where the end aim of productim 
is human satisfaction (not sale or profit) such a 
aim will naturally reflect in atrue educatia | 
system aimed at tuman happiness in leisure and 
creativity. 


Censorship? There must be » 1reasan for the ef- 
fort of censorship and under capitalism there is ~ 
plenty of reason for it. In the conpetitia of 
capitalist nation against capitalist nation, me 
gray) of capitalists often have a vested interest 
in keeping information fram their competitors. 

Likewise the capitalist class are interested ip 
hiding the muthod by which they gain their wealth 
fram the working class. This gives rise to can- 
sorship: The wert kind that occurs in tim of 
crigiss where sume publications are actually ban- 
ned . The always existing covert kind that ig- 
nores certeaio ombarrasesing facts: distortions in 
ecanamics, anthropolugy and sociology and disgul# 
ing the class struggle with eum "middle class” 
nonsense ( middle of what) with almet no admar 
ledgement of the real exiating classes. To wb- 
stantiate your allegation that socialiam will re-

There has 
been plenty of evidence provided by socialists to 
dispell this nonsense. The latest, a student Bye- 
witness account of China - SOCIALIST STANDARD 2% 
Nov., 74 is most illuminating. 


Class consciousness? There is no need to worry 
about this. Despite all the propaganda to the 
contrary the capitalist systemitself gives onm- 
tinuous evidence of the class struggle between 
the owners of prodchiction andthe operators of 
production.

AS previously said, in spite of the narrow 
format of these seninars, sometimes some valuable 
infomation is forthcoming. Ecologists are 
frequently prone to tell how the per capita caon- 
sunoption of energy in Canada is five times the 
world average. It seems they would like every-~ 
one to share their guilt feelings, but they are 
loach to tell cxactly what these figures mean. 
At this seminar the cat was samewhat let aut of 
the bag by Lrian helly, Office of Energy Canser- 
vation, Ottawa. He said that the figure 18 sam- 
what Geceptive because Canada is a net exporter 
and further revealed that two thirds of this can- 
sunption is indirect. It is unfortunate that 
socialists do not have more access to figures 
such as these, or have time to have more access 
to them. But even fram this some conelusiams can 
be drawn. Two thirds of the per capita human 
Canadian consumption can be assigned to banks, 
battleships and bambs etc. True sam of it can 
also be assigned to things that could be cansid- 
ered as socially useful such as roads and hos- 
pitals. But what of the aqme third direct cm- 
sumpt ian. Even here, a great deal of distortia 
occurs in the form of planned obdsolegocence and 
socially motivated pressure for style ca- 
sumption, from the FOR SALE motive. It is dif- 
ficult to draw definite conclusians fram this 
but it does give somewhat of a rule of thumb of 
what socialism can do.

Te order for Lenim's fotinw- 
ere to claim thet encialem 
could be buik in one country, 
end a beckward country at 
that, then they would have to 
reject the total concept of hm 
torical materialiom, one of the 
corneratonee of Marxian 
thonght 

To Marz, the eccialia revol- 
ution canld onty he “the eelf- 
conscious, independent move- 
ment of the immense majority 
m the mterest of the ummense 
majority” - (Communist 
Manifesto). And what did 
Lenin say? He otated thar the 
workera can only be led by a 
group ol ekilled profemsional 
revolutionaries. Why? Because 
“the working clase exclusively 
hy its own efforts is able to 
develop only tradeunion cnn- 
aciouspess...' - (What ts to be 
Done*}. Marx knew that only 
a polrically conscious majoray 
al workers can build eocialiam - 
“So that the masses may 
underaand what is to be done, 
long and persistent work iz 
required.” - (Clase Struggies 
in France). Wherean Lenin 
followed a different view - “If 
sncialism can only be realised 
when the intellectual develop- 
ment of all the people permite 
it, then we shall not see sorial- 
iam for at ‘east five hundred 
yeara. - (reported by John 
Reed}. 

(a questinn of the role of the 
State to Marx the “destruction 
of the State machine" 
(Righteenth Brumaire} 
meant the ‘destruction of the 
bureaucratic and military 
machine” (letter to Kugel- 
mann). The Stare is “an evil 
inherited by the proletariat’ 
and ‘“whree worse aides the 
proletariat... will have at the 
earliest possible mument to 
lop off... (Civil War ina 
France}.

This a far cry from Senin’ 
deonian when he wrow tha 
“Marie idea is that the 
wneking clase must breakup, 
emach, the ‘resdy-mede eat

Now 
which shal! in be - lap off the 
milters and bureaucracy of 
enash the aaie altugether? 

And what of the much 
talked about “dictatorship of 
the proletariat’? This was 
elaborated oo by F.ngels who 
did not ase the dictatorship at @ 
form of government, but 
rather as the soctal stricture 
of mate power. Obviously 
Lenin dvi ant share thin view, 

In tact, Engels saw the 
demorratic repubtic as “the 
epecifie form of the dictator 
ship of the proletariat” 
(Critique of the draft of the 
Erfun program). Whereas 
Lenin the ‘Democrat 
Republic comes cearest the 
dictatorship of the peotetariag” 
- (State and Revolattea). 

Marx and Fingelsa saw the 
dictatorship as being based Ja 
universa) suffrage. demorrade 
from top to bottom. Qrlgs 
different from [enin'’s view 
“that Soviet Sociatiat 
Democracy is m no way incow 
amen with the rule end 
dictatorsh!p of one persoa™- 
(Economic Construction). 

Lenin, tc enforee his 
theories, claimed that Marz 
made a distinetion betwem 
encialism and comnivnlon 
when in fact neither Marx nor 
Engeis ever made ouch 6 
diatinction. Marx and Engels 
made it clear that the atate was 
only necessary in a clace society 
of inequalay. What hapnened 
to Russia? The atate is oa 
withering away. In fact, & 8 
tronger than ever. 

This article i« noe keg 
enough to go into all the areas 
of Leninist diatortion. We mast 
realise that the distortions 
made by Lenin inevitably 
resuhed im Statiniat terror. 
Terror and violence are not 
recognized by socialite.

State Ownership Or Control 


The list of profit-eharing or 

plans promoted by individual companies for their 
emloyees is not a short one. The latest to 
errive on the scene invalves the partially state 
omed Texasguif, Inc. Principally a milti- 
national mining end chemical firm with possibly 
half of ite operations in Canada, it ome the 
Kidd Creek mine mear Tinssins, Qntario, cme of 
the richest capper onnea in the world. Ita 
properties inclyushe sulphur plants in Alberta 
and mining administrations in Toronto, Calgary 
and Vancouver. 


‘Effective managerial control," according to the 
Victoria Times of Oct. 31/74, ‘rests with the 
Canada Development Corporaticn,” which is omed 
by the Canadian governmmnt. Established to slow 
the drift toward U.S. Capitalist omersnip of 
Canada, the COC made a succeasfu] tender offer 
for 8,200,000 Tuxagsgulf shares a few aonths agu, 
thereby Canadianizing 30 per cant of this U.8. 
based cancem. In spite of thia “com’ the 
amouncement of the Texasgulf employee stock- 
sharing plan originated in New York. The credi- 
bility canyon about state cmership being bene- 
ficial to society must be yawning wide and deep 
for this enterprise to think it has to resort to 
sharing ownership directly wich its workers too. 
If one is to believe that the 9 to S’ers wm the 
Canadian side share owmership of 30 per cent of 
the firm in ca@junctiom with the rest of their 
“fellow Canadians’ through ‘‘their’’ government, 
one might wonder at the over-riding peed of a 
further profit-eaharing scheme. Ap elementary 
grasp of Marxian econamics, and a few ommenta of 
grade six arithmetic combined witb a trip to the 
library provided enaigh expanded information to 
settle this c:mundrum. 


‘The initial disturmement of stock," said the 
announcement from New York, "... will toclude 
slightly more than 40,000 sharee.'’ With current 
Gale value being W6. each, ''this first stage of 
the program involves stock worth more than $) 
million.'' Texasgulf estimates its employees 
will receive an aittional 50,000 shares during 
the next five years. Assuming that the present 
good ahure price hoida up, this would total 
@2,300,000 of shares distributed among the 
eoployees in the next 5 years. Sounds pretty 
good, by itself. 


The trip to the library revealed that total 
capitalizatian of Texasgulf was $697 ,203,000 in 
1973 and probably increased in 1974. (Moody's 
Industrial Report). The $2,300,000 against 
$897 208,000 seems to come aut to .33 per ceat 
The total number of employees of this relatively 
amall enterprise is 4,000. Guessing that the 
mster-siave ratio in this firm might be roughly 
prevalent with that of capitalist society in 
general, e.g., cme real owner to every nine ser- 
vants, this stock-gharing plan uBans that 4,000 
useful producers wil] am less than 1/3 of we 


But that's not the whole story. 


per ceat of the c-mpany's 1973 vai by the tum 
1979 rolls arand while eo epprmiastels 444 
real and absertes -amere will mmoqilize tne 
other 96.67 per cant. By anybody's calalations 
this could hardiy be calied stoca-eharing. But a 
mmen’'s thought in the beginning cald baw 
reveasied the oontradictian inberenr in the oo- 
cept of emluyees sharing ocmneranip with ‘hair 
exploiters. Huw could the wagre, prices profit 
mechaniar of exploitation persist with its rich 
class end poor clase gimiltemecus.y oth alleged 
ahearing? How could perusitical ainority live 
off tbe wage-working efforts of a aajority 
against the eocial equality apticaticons of 
common osperebip’ Of eourss ome concent cancels 
the other out. 


Fifteen Year Service Regards 


More details of the alleged sharing plan reveal 
its laughability quotient. For 20 year's eer 
vice each servant wuld receive SO $38. ahares 
of umersbip of the enterprise which exloite 
him, presuming their 1974 value remained fiued. 
These would be worth $1,300. and if the dividend 
rate was extremely bight, say 20 per cant, he 
would receive $260. annually; encugh aayte to pay 
cash for a cheap washing m«hine, which is a lot 
more than the free tumey sate ep loyees receive 
at Xmas time, but then they are sot being comed 
into thinking they are part umers either. In 
the ZO year interval (if be managed to eurvive 
Capitalism) and if annua! and real take baw pay 
was aroung $1]0,000., be would heve sensemd 
around $200,000. worth of foud, clothing, shbal- 
ter, children's schooling, @mtertainment end 
other necessities required to maintain the 
profitability of bie class. And if the rate of 
legal robdvery by his bosses in the same period 
of time was an old-fashioned low cme, chat is, 
equal to his wages, be would have prothiced 
$200 000. of surplus values for them in the sme 
time. Again itilustrating the tocomparibility of 
the modern wage-slave etafus with any hind of 
real sharing of the bosses loot. These schenuse 
are but another delustan to amare the surfers 
into greater loyalty and productivity for the 
system that uses tham. As board chairman of 
Texasgulf Charles F. Fagarty, believes, "ouming 
a part of the camany will give each employee a 
greater wsrarences of why profits are a tap 
tant.” And aince avd af astrmcsical pro 
porticn of the profita go to the nandful of real 
ompers, bow can they loge? It is apparent whove 
interests be represents. Regardless of sation 
ality the capitalist class of the earth ome the 
earth. In the sense of productive facilities 
and reagurces, the workers are gumerally iret 
with nothing to offer but their labor pomar. 
After the emptiness of al) thase experiments hes 
been discovered, tbe Marxist solution remaijos 
valid. The world's workers owed the political 
ewarenses of the gamerel ussleasness, to them,

Reeve shows that naticqnalisatican plus plamning is 
mot the equivalent of Socialiam. Se is not taken 
in at all by the claim thar China cannot be 
capitalist because the private capitalista have 
been expropriated (not entirely true in fact) and 
because production is planned by the State. 
Pollowing Marx he sees the easence of capital iam 
as the social relaticqnahip of wage-labair and 
capital - that is, the diviaiam of society into 
@ non-ceoing class forasd to geell its labour- 
power and a cians which monopolises the means of 
production end employs wage-workers to operate 
them with a view to profit. Reeve quotes Marx to 
the effect that capital therefore presupposes 
wage-leabour wage-labour prempposes capital. 
They ocamditian each other: each brings the other 
isto existence" (‘¥ Labour and Capital); and 
Bogeis to the effect that t traneformatian , 
either into jant~stock campenies and trusts, or 
into State ommership, does oct do mvay with the 
capitalistic nature of the prodictive forces" 


(Socialism Utopian and Scientific). Soci al igm 
necesnarily involves the abolition of the wagee 
eyst em. Given that both wage-labour and ths 
acamiiiaction of capital exiat in China, then, 
China is capitalist.

Reeve eses the main problem that has confronted 
the Chinewge ruling clase which came to poser in 
1949 as that of extracting a sufficient surpls 
from, mainly, the peasantry (China was en 85 per 
Cent peasant caumtry in 1949. and so even mre 
backward than Russia in 1917) ‘n order to invest 
in industrializatian. 


Thie ia not to say that Chinese society hes nc 
been transformed since 1949. The situatian whic 
then existed of 10 per cent of lendomers coming 
70 per cent of the cultivated land has been ended, 
but land reform of this sort has always bean nsec 
easary before capitalist industrializatiqon cm 
take off in any ommtry. 


Maciam, as an ideolagy, is excmined in Chapter Vl 
of Beliefa in Sociecv fy Nigel Harria (originally 
pub as a by Wattea in 1968, now re- 
iegued Sy Penguina) who deecribes it as a "loose 
cambination of agrarian populism and radiaal 
nationalism’. The @mll ‘Chinese wage-working 
class, concentrated in the big touns along ths 
coast, played virtually no part in the coming to 
power of the Chinese Cimmanist Party in 106. 
The "Chinese Revolutiaa'’ was essentially the oa- 
quest of power by a peesent aruy ied by a natia- 
alist intelligentsia mouthing a few Marxist 
phrases. As Harris pointe cut: 


"Yeo has revised Marxias to euch a degree that it 
cannot really be considered to be merely a local 
‘spplication': the easence has disappeared. 
What constitutes revolution is not the most ad 
vanced urban masees securing their can emancip- 
ation by their om effarts, but guerrilla warfare 
by the least advanced rurel groups, operating 
outside the ardinary social structure over my 
years, in order to seize power and begin induwt- 
rialization. A would-be elite, dispcamesasd md 
alienated from the status-quo, within a decay 
ing agrarian soci mucture, fits naturally 
into Maociam. 


Maniam, then is eamentially a nationalist, end 
pot at all a socialist or Marxist, theory. 
Reeve gays, eco-called ‘‘Marxiem'’ - lenini@ is 
the ‘ideology of state capitaliam’. de 8 
variation of this doctrine, @0 too is Macias.

DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 


The Secietict Party of Caneda holds: 


i. Thet society os of present constituted is based upon the owner- 
ship of the means of living (i.e., lends, fectories, reilways, etc.), by the 
copitelist or master class, and the consequent enslovement of the working 
class, by whese lobor alone wealth is produced. 


2. Thet in society, therefore, there is an antegoniam of interests, 
manifesting itself os « closes struggle, between those who possess but do 
not produce and those who produce but do not possess. 


3. Thet this aentegonism can be abolished only by the emancipetion 
of the working cless from the domination of the master cleas by the con- 
version into common property of society of the means of production 
ond distribution, and their democratic control by the whole people. 


4. Thet as in the order of social evolution the working cless is the 
lest class to achieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working cless 
will involve the emancipation of ell menkind, without distinction of race 
or sex. 


S. Thet this emancipetion must be the work of the working clos 
teelf. 


6. That os the machinery of government, including the armed 
forces of the nation, exists only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist 
cless of the wealth taken from the workers, the working class must 
orgenize consciously and politically for the conquest of powers of 
government, in order thet this machinery, including these forces, may be 
converted from an instrument of oppression into the agent of omoncipation 
end the overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 

7. Thet es politice! parties ore but the expression of class interests, 
ond as the interest of the working class is diemetricolly opposed te the 
imtereste of oll sections of the mester chess, the porty seeking working 
cless emencipetion must be hostile te every other party.
